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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the Applicant's argument that the 
specific content of the information displayed in the rectangular window (banner) is functional language, Examiner points out that MPEP 
2106 (II) (C) states: "Language that suggests or makes optional but does not require steps to be performed or does not limit a claim to a 
particular structure does not limit the scope of a claim or claim limitation." The specific content of the dispalayed information does not 
require certain method steps to be performed and does not limit the claims to a particular structure . Therefore, in this particular case, 
while addressing the structural limitations of the claims and method steps the Examiner did not give patentable weight to siad language 
and considered said language as being non-functional . 
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
